nominee, has a great task ahead of him. A political novice 
and an amateur in domestic affairs, he must now develop a 
program and learn how to take command of his own political 
fortunes. 
He won the GOP nomination because he was the most 


popular candidate. His popularity is rooted in trust in him 
as a man, in his character and his motives and his qualities 
of leadership. 
In the month he campaigned as a political figure, he 


spelled out no specific policies. He talked in general terms, 
indicating broad approaches. Yet he was not taken wholly 
on faith. For the general had already proved himself as a 
soldier, diplomat and statesman in two of the most crushing 
assignments that any American has ever assumed. 


• It is natural for many people to feel that a man who could 


do what Eisenhower has done as a commander of wartime 
and postwar armies might well master the art of domestic 
'statecraft.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Child's Insecurity May Delay 
Control of Natural Functions 


When they happen to think about 


it, parents do not expect their 
babies to behave like grownups. 
But they do often become unduly 
concerned when their "pride and 
Joy" does not get control over his 
or her natural functions as early in 
life as some neighbor's child. 


A healthy baby usually begins 


to establish bowel control when 
between one and two years old. 
When the baby is nine or 10 
.months o'd it can be placed for a 
short peoriod on the "potty." This 
should be done at first with the 
child lying down, as it is not able 
•to sit up safely yet. 


Most infants begin to catch on 


quickly, especially if praise 
is 


'given when the desired results 
;occur. The "potty" should- be used 
regularly at the same time of day, 
•usually after the first morning 
Imeal. But don't wear out either 
,lhe mother or the baby by keep. 
\lng it up too long if success is not 
jachieved.

ceived. The parents ought not to 
get cross when the Infant fails.

In some cases, wetting beyond

After the evacu- 
ation of children from London to 
the country at the time of the 
"bombing blitz" there was an in- 
crease in bed wetting in the older 
children. This was the result of 
the understandable feeling of un< 
certainty and insecurity to which 
these children were subjected. 


Similar things can happen to

"Please settle a question of good 


>lay in four-handed Canasta," re- 
quests a Texan correspondent. 


"Both, sides needed 50 points for 


the initial meld, and thcie were 
about 12 cards in the discard pile. 
The player at my right melded 
three aces from his hand and made 
a safe discard. 


"I drew and had to decide on a 


discard. I could have frozen the 
pack because I had four or five 
safe discards, but I decided in- 
stead to throw a black three and 
see what the next player would do. 
Was this a good or a bad play? 


"The next player sat tight, with- 


out melding, and my partner meld- 
ed plentifully from his hand. He 
had to give up the pack veiy soon, 
and the opponents did pretty well 
before we managed to meld out. 
Was my partner's play logical? 


"My partner gave a reason for 


his play, but it seemed very fanci- 
ful to me. It was all based on my 
failure to freeze the pack. Could 
this be sound?" 


I'm afraid I have to agree with 


your partner. After the three aces 
had been melded it was up to you 
to freeze the pack if you had a 
few safe discards. If you failed to 
freeze, this ought to mean that 
you are short of safe discaids. 


When you freeze in this situa- 


tion, you will be discarding to a 
full hand, while your partner dis- 
cards to a short hand. You will 
have the heavier burden, so you 
ought to make the decision. That 
is why your failure to frec/e is a 
signal that you cannot take up th* 
burden of finding safe discards. 


Your partner's decision to meld 


Is pretty logical. If your hand is 
short of safe discards, it may very 
easily be well matched up. in any 
case, a side that cannot fiRnt for

CHICAGO—I have a little, hysterical tract before me, one of a peck 


or a pound of such rubbish that a man in my line of work gets every 
day in the mail, which says, to begin: "Genuine democracy will work" 
and then says: "Our 700,000 American steel workers arc deserving, hon- 
orable, hard-working American citizens. Not one genuine American citi- 
zen would deny the inescapable fact that they are." 


Now wait a minute. 
Nobody knows whether genuine democracy will work or not. It de- 


pends. 
It depends on the size of the community 


for one thing. It depends on the intelligence and «r^^HI^H H 
moral character of the people. But, in a large com- 'HiSIMMMMI .*J 
munity such as the United States, democracy cannot J 
work and the most "democratic" institutions that we 
have, namely the unions, are tyrannies run by brutal, 
thieving dictators or equally brutal dictators who are 
not thieves in the personal sense but thieves never- 
theless who extort money from their subjects and fj 
use it for purposes which the subjects would never 
permit if they had any voice in the matter. If you 
know of any more "democratic" institutions in our 
country than these union autocracies, just name them to me and I will 
expose their democracy for the dirty, cruel fraud that it is. Democracy'-- 
is found in tiny .bodies, such as a few little known religious sects that 
affect a drab tiabit. rule by coun- 
cils, elected through popular vote 
and all that, but continue to exist 
only because they are small and 
suriounded by" the stout protec- 
tion of a nation organized as ,a 
sovereign collection of republics, 
not democracies, united in a Re- 
publican federation of republics. 
No p a t r i o t i c man, intelligent 
enough to deserve a hearing be- 
fore intelligent-Americans, has any 
excuse to talk up democracy to 
Americans. It is not workable, 
except to its own dissolution with- 
in a short time, and those who hol- 
ler it up to our people never un- 
dertake to justify 
democracy in 


preference to the republican form 
of government because it can't be 
done. Most of these who prattle 
democracy think democracy .means 
philanthropy, w i t h o u t knowing 
what philanthropy means, 
either. 


They ought to study up and shut 
up and that goes for most of our 
journalistic' punditti. 


Now, 
about the proposition that 


"our 700,000 American steel work- 
ers are deserving, honorable, hard- 
working^ American 
citizens" and 


the silly assumption that no genu- 
ine American would deny this: 


I don't know any steel workers. 


There are many more Americans 
who never met one than who did. 
If we are going to consider wheth- 
er all 700,000 steel workers are de- 
serving, let us first ask what they 
are deserving of. Some of them, 
in'the run of things, will be de- 
serving of hell-Jire along with the 
average proportion of the rest of 
us, except Roosevelts, whose av- 
erage will be markedly higher. 
On the basis of the police statistics 
in. the tough towns where steel is 
made, a liberal proportion of the 
steel workers deserve jail forHvife- 
beating, rioting, fighting and other 
routine violations of morals, man- 
ners and the public laws. 
They 


are a rough, tough lot whose dis- 
orderly conduct has been romanti- 
cized into a homely virtue. 


It is no important fact. If it is 


a fact, that most or even all of 
the steel workers work hard. Mil- 
lions of other human beings do, 
and for no other reason than their 
inability to get by without working 
hard. If they didn' have to work, 
they wouldn't, and lots of good 
men and women have never done 
a tap of work. 


As to whether they arc honor- 


able. I maintain my doubts. Few 
persons are. And the steel worker 


is not endowed by nature with any 
special virtue that has ever been 
verified to the public. He may be 
honorable, but don't ask 
me to 


concede that he is because I don't 
know. The probabilities run against 
this piopositton. 


I don't know whether you are 


honorable. You don't know whether*, 
I am. And I am not sure and neiy 
ther are you that there are 700,- 
000 honorable individuals of all 
creeds, 
occupations and 
other 


classifications in the entire United 
States or even in the whole world. 
What standards of honor are used 
here? What are the fac'.s? Who 
has heard the evidence and given 
this judgment? Scz who?

1 With his '.'dutch" aroused over a news story last week concerning 


who own* the Oakwood mausoleum, -Ralph Salzman. a director of the 
Oakwood Memorial Association, appeared last night before the city 
council in an attempt to give "proof . . . that the city has accepted the 
mausoleum. 
J" The news story, printed July 9 
•tated that the mausoleum was 
NOT-owned by the city but by the 
members of the association—or 
crypt owners. It stated that the 
city had never accepted the owner- 
•hip of the mausoleum, although 
Salzman and Mrs. Viola Strub, an 
'Other director, had attempted to 
turn it over to the city in April, 
1949. And. as Salzman learned, the 
news story was correct. 


Offer* "Proof" 


Salzman said the previous coun- 


'cil's action of accepting "the check 
for the bank balance and cash or 
checks for dividends" was "proof 
enough for me that the city has 
accepted the mausoleum." 


But. City Atty. Gerald Jones ex- 


plained, Salzman, Mrs. Strub and 
the remaining crypt owners still 
own the mausoleum. He said it 
would be impossible to turn the 
building over to the city unless the 
crypt owners (or a quorum of 
them) met and voted to do so. 
Salzman and Mrs. Strub. he stated, 
did not have that power as they 
are not in complete control of the 
property. 


Mrs. Strub, 
treasurer of the 


association, also spoke before the 
councilmen—but on more familiar 
terms. Calling councilmen by their 
first names, she asked that her 
records and bank book which were 
turned over/to the council be ic- 
turned to her. This, Atty. Jones 
said, would be done today. 


Need Operating Fund 


While Mayor Slothower stated 


that the council would probably be 
favorable to taking over the build- 
ing once the legal entanglements 
were eliminated, Commissioner L. 
J. Welch, head of the cemetery, 
estimated 
that 
the 
association 


would have to turn over $30,000 
to the city for a fund temperate 
the building. 
' 


In 1949, when the association at- 


tempted to turn over its money to 
the city, it had $2,600. 


Welch went on to say that "we're 


(the cemetery) having a hard time 
to operate now and there's no way 
to obtain more money to run the 
building." He said that the city 
could not appropriate for additional 
upkeep and said he did not feel it 
was right to put the burden on the 
other lot owners at Oakwood, 


The interest from the $30,000, 


Welch said, would provide an am- 
ple sum for the upkeep and opera- 
tion of the mausoleum. 


Valle Answers 


To Mrs. Strub's remark that the 


previous council had "yerbally" 
accepted the building, Commis- 
sioner Joe Vaile agreed. But Vaile, 
who was a member of the earlier 
administration, said that the coun- 
cil, as this one, was bound by the 
"advice of the city attorney." And, 
Vaile added, "he said we could not 
take over the mausoleum until the 
legal barriers are out of the way. 
We have the power to take it over

cial problems. They have reserved 
the right to support another third 
party ticket if the presidential tick- 
et and platform displease them. 


The "loyalists" largely see eye 


to eye with the "regulars" on civil 
rights, but agree to support the 
party nominees in advance. • They 
favor working out the racial mat- 
ter within the party without a bolt.

'"NEW YORK — (AP)— What is 
3ie most widespread disease in the 
ftiodern world?

It is the high price modern man 


pays for having so much leisure 
he doesn't know what to do with 


^imself. It is peculiarly virulent in 


civilized nations. Savages aren't so 
susceptible to the ravages of bore- 
dom. They are too busy trying to 
stay alive. 


Boredom Basic I!! 


Many physicians, if pressed, will 


admit that perhaps one third of the 
patients who crowd their waiting 
rooms are suffering basically from 
nothing but boredom. They go 
there hoping the doctor will find 


^omething wrong with them, some- 


thing to give them the excitement 
of a real worry. But the medical 
profession so far hasn't been able 
to concoct a really effective anti- 
boredom pill. 
., "You are too tense—you need to 
relax," such patients often are 
(old. This only encourages them to 
feel more bored with it all. My 
theory is it would be better if the 
doctor said to them: 
^ "You have a bad heart—you may 
Tlie at any moment." 
^There is nothing that gets rid of 


boredom faster than the fear you 
wod't live to enjoy it. ' 


Most boredom seems to spring 


from a feeling of lack of accom- 
plishment. The tedious tasks, the 
routine of the daily rut that wear 
out the lives of many people in 
our complicated civilization, give 
them too small a sense of im- 
portance, of being really needed. 


A man isn't depressed so much 


by the fact that he is only a cog in 
a big machine as by the realiza- 
tion that even as a cog he isn't 
really essential to the machine. It 
is easy to get another cog. 


Has a Cure 


I know one city dweller who 


solved his boredom by buying a 
parrot and teaching it to eat spa- 
ghetti. 


"Everybody said I couldn't do 


it. but I did." he said. "I never j 
heard of anybody in the world be- 
fore ever teaching a parrot to eat 
spaghetti."

SPRINGFIELD, Ill-(AP)- An 


early moi'ning rain descended in 
sheets, drenching alike the wooded 
site of the Illinois State Fair and 
hopes of its -promoters for "sun- 
shine and good roads." 


Pools of water formed on the 20- 


acre grounds and its rutted entry- 
ways. Toward noon the sky clear- 
ed. The gates swung wide and the 
infant exposition -began. 


From this inauspicious start on 


Oct. 11. 1853 grew the gigantic 
annual agricultural pageant that 
will celebrate its centennial ob- 
servance Aug. 8-17. 


The centennial slat fair, with 


myraid agricultural, entertainment 
and livestock events, will unfold 
next month on a huge 
406-acre 


tract studded with $7,000,000 worth 
of buildings and other improve- 
ments—including paved streets. 


Runs 10 Days 


Instead of the original four days, 


it will run 10. Awards of various 
kinds will total $428,000, compared 
with the $994 comprising the first 
batch of premiums.
